REUTERS REPORTS LI HSIEN-NIEN MEETS DAVID ROCKEFELLER IN 
PEKING (SUN). 

WP REPORTS QUOTATION BY HUA REPLACES A TRADITIONAL MAO 
QUOTE ON FRONT PAGE OF PD FOR FIRST TIME. QUOTE REFERS TO 
NATIONAL ECO. GROWTH AND APPEARED IN SPACE USUALLY OCCUPIED 
BY MARX/ENGELS/LENIN/STALIN/MAO QUOTES.

PHINQ AND NYT CARRY REUTERS REPORT FROM SHANGHAI SAYING THAT 
CAMPAIGN TO REHABILITATE TENG SPILLED OUT INTO STREETS AS

REFERS TO TENG AS "COMRADE." OTHER MOVES IN FORMER HOT-
